The Discovery of Rubber, and its 
present importance to mankind, is 
realized by very few persons, who 
ai« benefitted by its use. No bicy- 
cle or automobile tires, nor thou- 
sand of other necessary modem 
rubber inventions that abound in 
the United States, were known 
here seventy five years ago. Without 
these rubber inventions, we would 
fall back more than a century in 
these coiuforts. Think of having no 
rubber shoes, to keep the feet dry in 
storm, in warm or cold weather. 
Thiuk of having no rubber hose 
pipes in time of big conflagrations. 
Think of five thousand other neces- 
sary articles, had rubber inveutions 
not supplied the world. The ro- 
mantic story of the discovery of 
rubber is a very long one, reach- 
ing back to the time the discovery 
of America by Columbus. The 
little Indian boy in the West Indies 
Islands, then were seen by the 
Si)aniards playing on the Sandy 
Beach with little bouncing balls, 
made froiu the sap or juice of the 
wild rubber tree. Rubber Is a mo- 
dern name. It was first known by a 
name called Cacuchouc. Priestly, 
who gave us Oxygen, saw the first 
black ball come to England in 1770, 
and found it would rub out pen- 
cil marks. Then and there he named 
it " Rubber." It was so very sticky 
at first, that it was found impossible 
to use it for any practicable purpose 
until Charles Geidyear, a Connecti- 
cut Yankee, discovered in the year 
1839, how to prevent rubber from 
becoming sticky and soft In warm 
weather, or stiff and breakable in 
weather. From that time on 
•• Wonder Story of Robber" 
expanded. From this Mr. Goodyear, 
came The Goodyear Rubber Com- 
pany of today. 

It was many years before Good- 
year coald get his sixty rubber 
patents safe from opposing claim- 
ants. He was defended in the courts

What is worth doing is woith 
while taking the time for. 

What is woith getting is worth 
while waiting for.

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A K4t7 of Hope 

Some recent events seetn to justify 
the hope that science will yet devise 
some meaus of makin(( vibrations 
that will reach the brain of the 
congenitally deaf and produce for 
them the sen.iations of sound 
heretofore known only to those who 
have normal ears. It is a fact now 
clearly established that the waves 
made by wireless in "broadca.sting" 
produce the sennsations of sound in a 
way that enables some deaf people 
to hear surprisingly well. It is also 
a fact that sound waves coming 
through a tube to the palm of the 
hand, and utterly unheard by tbe 
person whose paltu feels the vibra 
tions, have been converted by him 
Into the words and sentences spoken 
into the tube. These facts may in- 
dicate that we are near some dis- 
covery that will be of vast value to 
deaf p>eople. 

We learn with great delight that 
at one of our State Schools, that of 
California, at Berkeley, tbe superin- 
tendent is making a trial of the u.se 
of wireless telephones and amplifiers. 
Though sensational repfjrt.s made of 
their experiment have h>een very 
properly repudiated, the fact remains 
the man^ement of tbe California 
School is trying to utilize the radio 
U a part of the education of tbe 
deaf, and that they have had some- 
measure of success. It may be that 
a radio sending station may .so 
atigment and accentuate the vibra- 
tions, making sound waves that they 
may cause impulses in the auditory 
nerves even though the ears be ever 
so defective. The sound is not in 
the receptor sense organ, the ears, 
but at the terminals of the auditory 
nerves deep within the brain. 

Not less wonderful or less promis- 
ing for the deaf is the ai.nouncemeut 
made last month by tbe authorities 
of The Northwestern University, 
though the Associated Press, that the 
paltn of the hand could Ik; so develop- 
ed as to replace the ear in di.stinguiHh- 
Ing sound waves which are interpret- 
ed by the brain into the words of 
the speaker. As the result of long 
practice. Professor Gault, it i.s 
announced, trained John Crane, a 
student with normal hearing, " to 
recognize certain words through the 
palm of his hand." The vibrations 
of a voice speaking through a long 
tube are made to impinge on Mr. 
Crane's palm while the sound is shut 
off from his ears. Professor Gault's 
theory is as follows: "The sound 
vibrations are conducted by the 
Q^rves from the de'icate area in the 
hand to the general association 
areaa of the brain and there are 
directly transmitted to the mind. 
John does not hear tbe words of the 
phrases in the accepted sense of the 
term 



stimulate the outtr end of the sense i 
organ and send impulses along the 
nerve fiber to the brain, tbe excita- 
tion of each nerve of s^Kcial sense 
gives rise to its own j>eculiar sen- 
sation This is now known to de 
pend on the terminus in the brain 
and not on the form or function of 
the end organ on the surface, as eye, 
ear, .skin, etc. If the receptor 
organ of taste be excited by mechan- 
ical or electrical means the .sensation 
of taste is produced just as surely as 
by salt or sugar in the mouth. " It 
appears." says Encylopedia Britan 
nica. Vol. xxxii, p. 104, "that 
the impulses traveling blong nerves 
are the .same in all cases and that 
their various results are due merely 
to the structures in which the fibers 

end Each separate nerve fiber 

has its own sjHicial connection in the 
brain and its own individual .sen- 
sation. " 

The School Helper is, of course, 
no place for a dicussion of the phy- 
siology of the sense organs. The 
editor merely desires to make mention 
of the fact that scientific men of the 
highest repute arc now working 
with the hope of finding a way to 
overcome the obstacle of defective 
ears, by exciting the word centers 
iu the brain heretofore aroused only 
by the auditory nerve. The facts 
stated above that some of the con- 
genitally deaf can "listen iu" to radio 
vibrations and that air viijtations 
impinging on the palm of the hand 
have been translated into the words 
spoken that produced the vibration, 
justify the thrilling hope that the 
handicap of deafnens may be at some 
time removed by finding a substitute 
for the work normally done by 
ears. — Georgia School Helper. 



Hearing witb tbe Hand 

By Henry Smith Willl»in» 

We sometimes hear it said of a 
skillful surgeon that he has eyes in 
his finger-tips. The metaphor is not 
quite so bizarre as at first blush it 
seems; for, after all, eyes, as the 
evolutionist considers them, are only 
modified tactile organs; and the sense 
of touch, though not directly respon- 
sive to the phenomena of light, can 
almost comfjete with the eye in the 
detection of minute objects. It is 
familiarly known that the blind often 
develope ft tactile sense of exquisite 
delicacy. 

It is known, too, that in the case 
of persons lx>th blind and deaf, the 
tactile sense may go a certain way 
toward taking the place of ears as 
well as eyes. 

There are apparently well authen- 
ticated instances of persons able to 
detect the prsence of or other ob 
stacles by something akin to a 
"sixth sense," which may best lie 
interpreted as a highly developed 
sense of touch. 

In such a case, reflected .sound 
waves or slight modified air currents 
may be felt by the super sensitive 
subject, though quite inappreciable 
to the normal per.son. That the 
finger tips may be made to do 
effective service in place of ears, 
under certain conditions, is demon- 
strated by the meth<xl of lip-reading 
acquired by persons who can neither 
hear nor see. 

To what extent persons with nor- 
mal equipment of .^ense organs can 
develop sufxsrsensitiveness of touch 
has Ijeen a matter of laboratory ex- 
periment. 

An interesting report of such a 
test comes from the psychological 
laboratory of N<»rthw«itern Univer- 
sity, 

The chief .subject of the experitnent 
Is John Crane, a .sophomore, his 
coadjutor being his brother, and tbe 
tests l>eing developed under direc 
tion of Profess^jr Rol>ert H Gault, 

The young experimenter sits with 
his liatid inserted in an empty box 
that is padded in such a way as to 
make it soundproof. His ears are 
al.so padded, to make assurance 
doubly sure. 

The speaking tube connected with 
the box comes from a distant room. 
The object ol the te.st is to determine

In this connection we recall the 
fact that Willetta Muggins, a deaf 
girl of Janesville, Wisconsin, bears 
by means of an acoustikon which 
aha holds in her hand. We all know 
of caM8 oil extremely deaf persons 
who hear well over the telephone. 
We have heard of tbe deaf-blind girl 
who can interpret the words of a 
speaker by holding the speaker's 
head in her bands. In all these 
cases tbe ears arc not tised, but tbe 
▼ibrations stimulate areas of tbe brain 
and words are bro ght in conscious- 
ness. Whatever the physiology be, 
it is certain that areas of tbe brain 
tised in word-making are made to 
fanction by stimuli which reach 
these areas in a way different from ' 
that in ordinary bearing. 

It is one of tbe astonishing results 
of recent research in physiology that 
that difference between tbe sen- 
sations of sight and sound and tbe 
rest is not due to tbe difference in 
the receptor sense organs or the 
vibrations that travel from tbe re- 
ceptor end of tbe nerve of the sense 
organ to tbe brain, but to some 
difference witbio the brain at the 
termination of tbe organ sense there.

to constitute the Editorial board. 
The Sac Ihdletin is printed on fine 
coated paper, but without the unio:i 
label. From this organ one learns 
that at heavy expense the main 
hall has been treated until it is now 
one of the best dancing floors in the 
city, that gym apparatus have Ijcen 
installed in the wings of the stage, 
and Belling and Hagemeyer are 
ready to open classes — fee %2 a year. 
One learns from the Sac Bulletin 
also that the bowling alleys will be 
discontinued, as they have t)een light- 
ly patronized, and the city tax levied 
thereon has been considerable. The 
long basement room now occupied by 
the three splendid alleys will be re- 
modeled into an up-to-date gymna- 
sium with hand-ball court at one end, 
and cloak-room at the other.

A very attractive 
front-page plate was designed and 
donated by Ralph N. Conklin. 
From issues thereof one learns that 
the provincial snoyd of the midwest 
has taken up supervision of the mis- 
sionary work among tbe deaf, and 
allotted Ohio, Michigan and Indiana 
to tbe Rev. C. W. Charles of Colum- 
bus; and Illinois and Wisconsin to 
Rev. Mr. F'lick — who therefore has 
to give up St. Paul as part of his old 
field.

Rev. Mr. Flick conducts ser- 
volces at Jacksonville, Springfield, 
Peoria, Rast St. Louis find Rock- 
ford in Illinois, and such Wisconsin 
points as Kenosha, Racine, Milwau- 
kee, Delavan, Madi.son, Eau Claire, 
Green Bay and Oshkosh — also Mar- 
quette, Mich. 

Not to be outdone, the Rev. P 
J. Hasenstab's M. E. flock are also 
issuing a tiny one or two-page leaf- 
let, printed with blank .spaces for 
subjects, etc., to be typewritteu in. 
The 1923 edition of "The Voice 
of the Deaf" — issued by the Eph- 
pheta Catholic school — cosnsists of 
24 pages, well printed. It says: It 
may be of interest to our readers to 
know that among 135 pupils, nine- 
teen different nationalities are re- 
presented, natnely: the Polish, Ital- 
ian, German, Irish, French, English, 
Jewish, Bohemian, Hungarian, 
Greek, Austrian, Chinese, Colored, 
Russian, Slovak, Norwegian, Lithu- 
anian, Swedish and Belgian. Of the 
number of these pupils, sixty per 
cent are Polish.

Since the first article on the .subject 
was printed in this column, .some 
have challenged my estimate of a 
probable total cost of $35 round triji

The $35 was largely gue.ss work, but 
now comes oue — Martin M Taylor, n 
teacher at the Arkansas Stat" School 
for the Deaf, Little Rock, with 
proof of the low cost of auto 
transporialion. Taylor last summer 
drove over 1000 miles in 6^days, 
total entire cost for oil, gas, and re- 
pairs was $14. At this rate, if each 
of five persoBs in a car ^ats$i worth 
of farm victuals per day, and spends 
not over $$ for all extras-^like to 
baoco, magazines and newspapers, 
photo, etc — the trip should average 
$15 for each person, ech way. 

Martin M. Taylor's letter is .so 
Interesting it is reproduced herewith: 
" Dear Sir — I am glad to note in 
your correspondence to the Journal 
that an " Auto Cavalcade" (I like 
"caravan" better) is underway to 
start N. A. D.-ward from Chicago 
to Atlanta, Georgia. Last June 
with wife, sou, dog and baggage, 
left Little Rock for Kalamazoo, 
Michigan; and made the Irip in 6% 
days, passing through Memphis, 
Jackson, Na.shville, l/ouisville. New 
Albany, Indiana, Fort Wayne to 
Kalamazoo, a little our i ,000 miles. 
I kept an account of ttie gas, oil, and 
repair expenses. The gas and oil 
bill amounted to $11.25. Only once 
did I have to rtni into a garage for 
repairs, and it was to get the tires 
of the car fixed. It cost me $2.75. 
On our returu from Detroit, 
Michigan, the gas and oil cost me 
practically the same, $13, and the 
repairs only $2 50. Of course there 
were numberless tire troubles because 
of tbe hot sand and hot stones in 
Kentucky and Tennes.see, but they 
cost me nothing to repair them 
Indeed, I rather liked the job, as it 
gave me a chau'^e to stretch my 
limbs after hours of hard driving and 
steady watching of the roads for stray 
rocks and bad holes The roads in 
Indiana are by far the finest I ever 
saw I am sorry that I cannot say 
a kind word for the roads of Ken- 
tucky and Tennes.see.

It may not be amiss here to re 
peal that Rev. Mr Smallz (ui'iik 
that we Cill him Reverend for the 
firat time) has had signal success 1 11 
his Htudies for the ministry, just as 
liH had in all theHuluaiis he has at- 
fendeil. In some ren[)eetN he is a 
prodigy, considering liia handirap 
of deafness. Such Is his cunfldeiioo 
in himself that he would preach 
orally to a hearing (tongicgation, 
which he has dono already as a piis- 
tulant of Divinity At the Suhool 
ot Divinity, hn alao takes his turn 
to deliver sermon talks oially. We 
inakn tliean few general ftiiiemKiits 
simply to boar out in part the sig- 
nal Hucoeas he Is oiodited with. 

It is therefore no wonder that 
both BiHlio[is of thla Diocese show 
!( deep Intel ent in Rev. Mr Siualtz's 
lulurH, and seem dolHniiined that 
he shall take charge of All douls' 
future destiny. As All Souls' h 
only a MisMion — not chartered, it 
is lli« Bishop's prerogative In ap 
point whom he may lo admliilHter 
Its alTairs. Being an old Mission, 
ii>N people may naturally wish to Im 
oon.'tulled aa to whom they want for 
their Spiritual Leadei ; hut, on the 
other hand, the oxpnnenci ot a 
Bishop may be suoli that he feels 
that he shouhl be the judge lu the 
matter of appoiuliiig the head of a 
Mission, iiH the Canoiia of the 
Cliurch e.xpressly provide, and in 
fiiioh case the most graoiuns thing 
the memliers of the MiHuioii can do 
is to acquiesce gracofiilly. 

It is known that our Bishops have 
expressed aveiston to calling a deaf 
mlnl^ter from another field where 
Ills sei vices may be Jnat as needful 
as here. If it can be helped, and no 
they have staeked faith in Mr. 
Smaltz's ability to make good here. 

Perhaps the one thing that Mr. 
Hmaltz most lacks is experience in 
harmonizin;.' a cuiii.'ngation like All 
Souls', being still a compaiatlvely 
young man; but how with other 
young minlN'ors who have iiriiiAg- 
ed larger congregationa. Did they 
not Improve with experlenoeT We 
think that the safest way to judge a 
young man In tn give him a nliance 
and to judge him nfterwanls. 

In Hfiifing our positlfin thus, we 
hope th'it nothing that we have said 
will ofTend any one, but that all the 
Kond people of All .Souls' will flual- 
ly realize, as we do, Ib.it Rev. Mr. 
Sinal'z, being appuiuttid solely on 
his rnerita, ahould bo given a fair 
chance lo make good. 

Rir. Mr. Smaltz will cnntinne 
his ntu<lies foi Ihe priesthood next 
Fall, when he will divide his time 
lietween All Souls' Ohuroh and tne 
Hohool of Divinity.

Bamboo «nd IM Cm*. 

There are a few people who know 
how Important the bamboo reed is to 
the Chinese, and what a prominent 
place it takes in the lives of the East- 
ern people, once it has taken root in 
the mountainside, hnt its fjjrowth, 
straight, can be accelerated by keep- 
ing its roots and base clear of weeds 
and creepers, many of which have a 
tendency to retard it and to poison 
the soil snrronnding it The very 
close proximity to it of firs, box elms 
•nd larch, seems not to Interftre with 
it. Once It roots and creepers get 
firm hold of the soil, it is not an easy 
matter to destroy it. On the other 
hand, it i« very difiBcult to transplant 
it. Great care has to be taken and 
the correct time of year has to be 
selected to insnre success 

During the months of April, May 
and June, the shoots come up not by 
tens, bat by hundreds, and spring 
out of the ground from a tiny little 
speck, which none bnt the eye of 
the native could discover, to a height 
of from six inches to eight inches in 
twenty-four hours, and it will, if not 
disturbed, reach a height of from 
twenty to twenty-five feet in from 
six to seven weeks, expanding and 
growing stronger with every day. 

Great moisture is absolutely 
necessary to the bamboo's growth, 
and when we can see the luxurious 
way in which they grow in these 
hills one cannot wonder at the heavy 
rainfall experienced during spring 
and well into the summer months 
upon these heights, I have known 
it to rain incessantly for a week, 
and not ordinary rain, but bucket- 
fals of it. The great enemies to the 
young shoots are the wild pig, the 
deer, badgers, porcupine and the 
mountains rats And great care has 
to be taking night and day to pre- 
vent these rodents from causing havoc 
among them during the tender age 
of the shoots. Watchmen are 
stationed all over the mountains, 
burning large fires at night and 
making the usua' watchman's noise 
by striking a hollow bamboo with 
a bent wood stick ; but in spite of 
thi^, one comes across patches where 
the wild lx>ar has left marks of his 
rooting powers. 

During March and April thf» 
charcoal burner htarts work, and the 
yellow bamboos then fall to his 
knife and are converted into ex- 
cellent charcoal, used principally 
for cooking and roasting tea. All 
night long we hear the splitting and 
cracking noi.se of the burning reed, 
■nd dense clouds of white smoke 
arise all over the hills. This indns- 
try is quite an extensive one. and a 
paying business is charcoal selling 
in the mountains, where it is made 
at three and a half to four small 
baskets for a dollar. 

I understand that at certain times 
of the year brokers connected with 
the trade visit the mountains, and 
after long haggling and innumerable 
pipes and cups of tea, sales are made, 
varying from 200 to 400 yen cash 
for one fang to ten feet. 

After the bargain is closed, the 
seller proceeds to the temple where 
for a few hundred yen the priests in- 
form him of the lucky day when be 
may cut down his bamboos without 
arousing the wrath or disturbing 
the departed ones. When this by 
no means trifling concession is grant- 
ed, the farmer cuts down his reeds, 
and prepares them for transportation 
to the place agreed upon. 

There are very few old residents 
in China that during their stay have 
not enjoyed the delicate, tender 
shoot, cooked in different ways as a 
vegetable. But there are not many 
that know these shoots, larger and 
mach coarser, form the staple food 
of thousands of poor people, when 
they can be got all the year round, 
The smaller variety of shoots, from 
two to six inches long, are generally 
oonsamed as a fresh vegetable, and if 
kept in a moderately moi.st place will 
keep for a long time. 

The larger shoots of from one foot 
to eighteen inches long, and from 
four to six inches in diameter, are 
treated in various ways. Some are 
stripped off like a cabbage leaf, 
flattened between pieces of wood 
and put in the sun to dry after hav- 
ing received a light sprinking of 
salt. When perfectly dried they 
are packed away in stone jars and 
covered; others, again, are put into 
brine, and remain in it until 
required. 

Again some are preserved in oil, 
vinegar and brine, and I have seen 
them chopped up fine with dried 
sweet potatoes, and when boiled they 
make a very good dish. A little 
boiled rice, bamboo shoot pr<'served 
in some form, and a little common 
winter cabbage salted, I noticed 
formed the daily food in every farm- 
hotue among workmen of all kinds. 
When a little salt or a bit of pork 
is added, the whole forms a perfect 
banquet. 

It is indispensable in house, hut, 
and fence building. It makes mats 
of all kinds, baskets of all kinds, 
boxes of all sorts and sizes. It will 
furnish your bouse with tables, 
chairs, sofas, sidetoards, drawers 
and beds. It stuffs the mattresses 
and pillows, makes picture frames, 
curtain poles, footstools, and many 
other fancy articles. It makes water 
leads, pipes, ventilators, brooms, 
brashes, of all kinds, handles of all 
sorts, carrying poles, scaffolding ties 
watertight covering, charcoal, lad- 
ders, mainshafts, tea drying trays, 
tea trays, boatbooks, garden tools, is 
ttacd in sailing, indispensable in fish- 



ing gear of many kinds, harness 
ropes, plough ropes, anchor ropes, 
hooks for carrying buckets, pipe 
stems, walking sticks, book covers, 
hen and chicken coops, and chop 
sticks; fancy presentation drinking 
cups are also made from it and 
numerous smaller articles — New 
York Tribune.

One of the most interesting under- 
takings interrupted by the war was 
that of building a great tomb and 
lighthouse over the remains of 
Christopher Columbus in Santo 
Domingo It was the idea of William 
E. Pullman, then Receiver General 
of Customs of the Dominican Re- 
public, and his wife. When Mr. 
Pullman left New York recently to 
resume that post, he said that the 
plans for the monument would be 
taken up again. If they are carried 
to completion, a lofty mau.soleum, 
like that of Napoleon in Les Invali 
des in Paris, or Grant's Tomb, on 
Riverside Drive, New York, will 
ri.se over the remains of Columbus 
and a giant beacon crowning it will 
light the way of boats plying the 
Caribbean Sea. 

There is general contention as to 
where the authentic remains of 
Columbus really lie. Many authori- 
ties especially tho.se in Spain, main- 
tain that the bones were removed 
from Santo Domingo to Havana in 
1795, and thence in 1898 to Seville, 
Spain, but other historians and ex- 
perts, with whom Mr, Pullman 
agrees, say that these are the remains 
either of Columbus's .son, Diego, or 
hisgrand.son, Luis, and that a leaden 
casket dug up in the Cathedral of 
Santo Domingo in 1877, containing 
human bones, has been established 
through inscriptions and historical 
records as the cofHn of the discover- 
er. — Selected.
